tempt at fpirit and marrs the whole; the language to the end be- 
ing low and vulgar. The author's defign is to enquire whether 
the conduct of the religious profeffors among the diffenters, corre- 
fponds with their divine original, Fe enters firji into the flate 
‘of chriftianity in general, enquires how the reformation was 
brought about ; examines into the different modes of religion here; 
endeavours to foew that the prefent fiate of prefoytery is no other 
than a trade, and the various protefiant profeffions, prieficraft. 
With a great deal of tlliberality, though at the fame time, with 
fome juft obfervations, he enters largely into methodi/m and with 
an eye to particular perfons, expofes the arts of its teachers and 
calls it popery, though under another name. In Joort, with what- 
ever good defigns he may have penned thefe volumes, he neither 
thews bimfelf to be a febolar, a man of underfianding, or a gen- 
‘theman.

_fimple fate, and then proceeds to their combinations. . Many things 
will be found new in this work, particularly under the articles, 
fire and froft. He afferts that fire, contrary to the opinion of all 
philofophers, 1s fynonimous with light ; that light is only the ele- 
mental particles of fire, in motion, which proceed from the fun and 
pervade the fubjiance of all bodies, in different proportions ; that 
it moves through the denfeft fubjtances with eafe, and extends their 
dimenfions. With refpeé? to froft, he thinks himfelf warranted, 
contrary ta eftablifhed principles, ta introduce it, as a fifth element, 
the Jere four, according ta his notions, not being fufficient to 
explain the appearances of nature. Amang other things he fets 
forth, that the particles of frofi, in certain proportions, banifh 
thofe of fire; that cold is a pervafion of the elements of froft, and 
not merely a privation of heat, as has been conceived, and that the 
azure colour of the vault. of heaven is no other than the collected 
particles of the principle of frof?.
